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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 2/3/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The claim language reads "adjusting said attributes for the released 

links../', which would read on a system that adjusts a single attribute for each one of a 
set of multiple links, as that would entail multiple attributes; applicant admits that 
Chaudhuri may release multiple links on page 3, paragraph 4 of the submitted 
arguments. Further, releasing the links adjusts the links back to the normal state, which 
would inherently change multiple attributes of the link, such as the bandwidth currently 
being used and the bandwidth available for backup routing. 

Regarding applicant's argument that Chaudhuri teaches away from the current 
invention, in column 2, lines 17-33, Chaudhuri discloses that in some situations a pre- 
computed disjoint path will have to be used because there is no localized restoration 
available, in case of a more sever failure. Chaudhuri is a method of making pre- 
computed disjoint paths more efficient, but admits that using such paths is sometimes 
the only way to deal with a failure. This is relevant to applicant's invention. Further, the 
mechanism of releasing links after a failure that is disclosed in Chaudhuri works in 
either localized or disjoint restoration methods.
